New York. Sept. 25—i^)—Three Eu- 
ropean airmen who waited seven day.s 
for death in a disintegrating plane on 
the surface of the North Atlantic 
came into port today smiUng. 


"We'll try again next spring." said 
Willy Rody. 20, as he stocii with 
Christian Johannsen.^ beside the hos- 
pital bed of Fernanbo Costa Viega. 
third member of the party whom the 
battering of mighty waves affected 
most. 


Rody. a rollicking German lad. .said 
that despite an ordectl which included 
hunger, gnawing thirst, and near de.s- 
palr, he and his companions were con- 
fident they could span the North At- 
lantic non-stop from east to west, s 
feat accomplished onlv thrice thus 
far. 


Sportsman Near Death 


Viega, a Portuguese sportsman. wa.s 
near death from fever when the mo- 
torship Belmoira on Sept. 21 picked 
them-out of the wreckage of the plane 
"Esa" in which they had flown irorr. 
Portugal to a point eighty miles off 
Cape Race. Like the other two, his 
feet were swollen from dangling for 
a week in icy water, and his knee was 
infected from a scrape suffered as a 
'inighty Wav^' tbss'ed the'w'feeisigr'^l- 
most over on its side. 


But as the liner Stavangerfjord, to 
which they were transfeiTed at sea. 
steamed up the bay. he smiled weak- 
ly. and stammered a few words iri 
Portuguese, indicating that he'd fl;. 
the ocean yet. 


German TelLs Story 


Johannsen, a former German war 
pilot of Danish blood, told most of 
their ston% for he alone knows Eng- 
lish. 


Taking off from Juncal Do Sol Sep- 
tember 13. in an all-metal Junkers 
once owned by Charles Levine, they 
flew through a pleasant day into a 
night of howling horror. 


Winds buffeted their craft cruelly, 
thimder growled tlirough the pit-ch 
darkness and as they fought upward 
to see the stars, ice crippled some of 
their instriunents. Then something 
went amiss with the motor and it be- 
gan devouring fuel im'iously, until 
they cotild no longer calculate the 
supply. 


They circled the liner Pennland. 400 
miles off Halifax, but went forward, 
because, as Rody expressed it, "we 
didn't want to stop. We'd try the same 
flight again tomorrow." 


A little farther on, the motor stop- 
ped for lack of gas, and the plane 
came down in an anpy sea which be- 
gan to pick it to pieces. Almcst iti- 
stantly, their supplies were swept 
away, leaving ten ounces of chocolate 
and two gallons of filthy water used 
to cool the engine. 


"It was about 6:30 in the evening " 
Johannsen said, "we agreed to ratio 
the water and chocolate, a few sip.s 
and a sni^l bite or two each day. 
When picked up we had very little 
left. We might have lived a few days 
more, but we would have been too 
weak to signal." 


While waves ate away the plane, 
fhey rigged seats high in the cabin, 
set a tiny distress flag, and struggled 
to hold on, while the rolling sea sent 
fear into their hearts. Hope rose on 
the sixth day, as a freighter hove in- 
to view, but she passed without see- 
ing them, and they were almost in 
despair when the Belmoira 
picked 
them up next day, 


"We're glad to get here, if not by 
plane, at least by ship," said Johan- 
sson, as reporters and officials ci'owd- 
ed around him to tell of an official 
city welcome, coming next week. 


"The memory of this will go down 
in history as proof of the heroism of 
which man Is capable," said Dr, Paul 
Schwarz, acting Geiman consul.
